Not'only did its apearance 
take the campus entirely by sur- 
prise, but by yesterday afternoon 
■the paper was already in the hanijs 
3t several other college newspapers. 
Both The Daily and the Toronto 
. Varsity received copies,' and .were 
prcparihg'stories on their/contents.' 
_ first hint of any irregularity came 
when ."Gateway" editors, . replying 
•. lo' a Daily query, dubbed the whole

Industry Should 
Enable Students 
Gain Experience 

Toronto, Ont.— (CUP) — Large- 
scale Industry recently was critic- 
ized by the Dean of the University 
nf Toronto's Faculty of Applied 
Science and Engineering. He 
charged big companies with "spong- 
ing" oft the rest of Canadian in* 
dustry by' their refusal to hire in- 
experienced students. 

Dean K. H. Tapper, OBE, told the 
Toronto Regional Conference of 
the Chemical Institute of Canada's 
engineering division that he was 
disturbed at ,somc firms' -methods 
o* hiring university graduates. 
Many companies thought they could 
go to university a few months be- 
fore ■ graduation and pick off the 
cream of the year's crop, he said. 
^|Tar-slghtc|l organizations are 
profiting extensively from starting 
early In their search for top per- 
sonnel. But others come here ex- 
pecting -to get fully trained men 
with ' experience, despite the fact 
that they themselves will not hire 
a student until' his fourth year." 

"The placement problem of an 
engineering student begins at the 
end of his first year. Both Industry 
and the student benefit by giving 
him an opportunity during sum- 
mers to teat his interests and ach- 
ieve- the " breadtf^.' of experience 
which Is so valuable." 

"Undergraduates need not be 
glv6n technological jobs but svidc- 
awake Industries give the msome- 
thing to do that will at least reveal 
ttieir personal .qualities and poten- 
tialities."

BRESSLER 
There are 500 milts of tension 
between Montreal and this week- 
end's Intercollegiate Swimming 
Meet In Toronto. McGIII'i Red 
Mermen have a rhythmle» puisa» 
ting, monotonous train beat lo 
help them contemplate what 
awaits them on a hostile foreign 
strand. The train's pounding 
over the rails accentuates the 
time element markedly. 
How much time- Is there between 
two and three consecutive swim- 
ming championships for Coach

Canada's Princess Patricia's 
Light Infantry, after rinlahing 
their training 'have Joined the 
United Nations' forces In their 
recent northward push. It was 
reported 'yesterday. They 
teamed up with, nearly 100,000 
troops In a powerful Allied 
otfensive against Chinese and 
North Korean Communists Im- 
bedded In the mud-soaked 
hills of central Korea. ' 
The Canadians were reported 
leading a British Commonwealth 
brigade through the hills and 
fought their way through an esti- 
mated enemy coin'pany. This is 
part of "operation killer," ordered 
by Gen. MacArthur to advance 
northward through the Korean 
hills. The Canadians were report- 
ed to be operating In the north- 
cast district. 

❖ ❖ ♦ ' 
Britain was reported yester* 
day as opposing any new con- 
quest of North Korea. But the 
British Government, in taking 
this view, Is 'said to have tak- 
en X flexib'le position regard-

U continuing to fulfill the 
purposes for which it was originally 
Intended." Jack Shayne and Irwln 
Glisscrman upheld the aflirma^ivc 
view for law while Georgo Mc- 
Cllntock and Ted Baxter of the 
faculty of Theology argued the 
negative.

stated that .the. phrase, ."is continu- 
ing to fulfill the purposes for which 
it was originally intended," must 
be interpreted to imply- the need 
for the discovery of "a trend or 
positive movement toward the in- 
tended goals" of the U.N.; If It is 
to be found to be ' achieving Its 
purpose, for no' organization can 
expect to achieve its purpose in the 
brief; time in which the U.N. has 
been in existence.

namic flow" towards this ideal. 
He cited the cxistance of many 
of the well-known UJ>I. organiz- 
ations as an indication of such a 
"flow." Later his colleague, Glis- 
scrman, added such achievements 
as the Declaration of Human 
niRhLi, and the .wlution of the 
Palestine and Indonesian situa-

A Tribute to:Canodian RodiorDrama 



During the last few months we 
have been apendlnjj some time 
litteninc to the various draiiia pro« 
ductlont that are availabié to Mont- 
real listeners' — and this U the con- 
clusion to which we came: Canadian 
radio-drama is better.than the ma- 
ority of U.S. productions,!. and Is 
certainly comparable With the' very 
best in England or anywhere. 

We have said t>cfore thatiwe tcel 
radio oUers great opportunities (or 
lorioiu^artlitie^ei^ 
ly'tîTougfi^th'ê^inèdîum'of 
drama. On the lace of it, one would 
think that the limitations of radio- 
drama far out\veight the advantages, 
but let us examine the protîlem 
carefully and then sec. The limita- 
tions are manifest and many; the 
actors ha<re no audience Ireactioii' to 
spur them on, they do not have thé 
atmosphere set for them by light- 
ing or sets, they cannot use Rcsturc 
or facial expression to show emo- 
tion or characterization and, most of 
all, there is that dreadful knoW' 
ledge that the coldly impersonal in 
strument to which they are talking 
is sending every tone of the :voicc, 
every minute inflection, every 
breath, every click of the tongue, 
right into the home .of -thousands 
of strangers^^riie radio actor must 
put all of ^hwiji^hlt eharacteriza- 
tion, his mnnerlsms, his emotion 
and thought. Into his voice alone 
These then are the major draw- 
backs of radio drama production, 
but let us look now for the advan- 
tagcsl 

These are not as obvious as the 
limitations, and it seems that many 
peoplfr are not aware of them. First 
there Is intimacy; the actor does 
not have to project his lines into 
a large theatre and so can concen 
traté on expression and intonation. 
I said that the knowledge that every 
little noise the actor makes is being 
broadcast is sometimes a limitation, 
but it la a limitation that the good 
actor can liirn into an advantage. 
Little tricks of the voice that would 
be lost in a stage production, can 
be used to emphasize characteriza- 
tion or emotion. Sound effects can 
be far more realistic than In any 
s^ge production, and the marvels 



of elcclricâl enfiincering arc al 
ways ready to help provide special 
effects. 

But the main advantage that 
radio provides is subtler than all 
of these, and for this reason it is 
very hard to describe. - While a 
stage production is, ' as it were, a 
bit otMifc put on a stage, a 'radio 
drama is more a bit of life 
put in the listener's mind. The 
Intimacy that comes with radio 
helps the listener to Identify him 
self with the character speaking, 
an identification which is rather 
harder to achieve when one actual 
ly sees the person on a stage some 
distance away. If the, radio drama 
is well done, the listener should 
actually feel himself among the 
characters of the play, and in the 
place where the -action is taking 
place. If, for example, the . action 
is taking place outdoors, It is pos 
sible to give the elTect of the out- 
doors, simply by the quality of the 
sound, and if it Is well done, the 
listener actually feels himself out 
doors; something which is rather 
more dilTicult to obtain on a stage. 
In other works, the limitations ol 
radio, such as lack of visual contact, 
lack of -sets, and so on, . can be 
turned into advantages by a sen- 
sitive and meticulous producer. 

But after all is said and done, 
the quality of any production de- 
pends upon thO/ actors and pro- 
ducer-director; to have artistic ex- 
pression of any kind one must have 
the artists. It U for the peopled to 
take these conditiona ' of the me- 
dium, aud use them. 

We feel that Canadian producers, 
directors, and actors have made 
good use of the opportunities radio 
has to offer. Productions such as 
the "Stage" seiics, the Wednesday 
Night playsl'aiid the Vancouver and 
Winnipeg plays, arc of a very high 
calibre. Good plays are presented, 
many of them of original Canadian 
authorship, and" they are well pre- 
sented. Indeed some of the produc- 
tions rank among the finest in the 
world. We are glad to be able to 
say that here is one sphere of 
artistic expre.vlon where Cana- 
dians may (veil be .proud.

"Sorbonne" was suppressed during 
the Revolution, in 1792, and became 
again an institution for higher 
learning inl821 and was rebuilt in 
1885, as you can sec It today, , very 
lively thanks to a great number of 
students from all countries and an 
important teaching staff giving 
lectures In a great number, of dif- 
ferent subjects. * ' 
It has, as you can see, quite a 



glorious past ah^ famous tradition*, 
but It lacks what McGill and univ« 
crsities on thia continent have:* 
space. Because it is situated In tha 
heart of the city and surrounded 
by houses 'and busy, atreets, there 
is no room to expand, there Is no- 
Sten space nor fields ' for. 'games; ' 
McGlIl students should realize how 
lucky they are; though their univ- 
ersity Is conveniently situated in 
the centre of Montreal, they .enjoy 
the sight of trees and lawns: and 
have the use of fields for their 
games and of a very up-to-date- 
gymnasium! 

Due to the fact that the students 
in Paris don't have, the same facil- 
ities and consequently^the.same in- 
terest In sports u^McGiU'studenta,- 
their social life follows a different 
pattern. They are on the whole 
more Individualistic, very fond of 
intellectual arguments, less pre- 
pared for community life. They 
have nevertheless something com> 
parable to your union in the 
"Maisons*' for each faculty - where 
they have extra currlcular actlvit- 
les and discussion groups. 

This is, of course, a very sketchy 
outline. I hope that you will bt 
able, one day to go and see- for 
yourseltl

Eyewitness Account 



SCM Talk Depicts Conditions in 
Korea; Starting Must Turn to Reds

An eyewitness account of exist- 
ing conditions in Korea was given 
yesterday by Dr. Florence Murray. 
United Church medical missionary, 
who lived in Korea from 1923-1017, 
except for (he period when the 
country was occupied by -lapan. 

Not 'Two Countries ^ 
Describfng the country. Dr. Mur- 
ray explained that Korea, a moun- 
tainous country of 30 millions, can- 
not be .regarded as two countries. 
North and South, as the customs 
and life of the people arc the same. 
During the .lapancsc occupation 
many miliinns of Koreans left the 
country and went to Siberia and 
Manchuria. During the war they 
grew up and learned to live the 
Communist way. They fought with 
the Russian Army and many fought 
at Stalingrad during the last war 
And when they returned home they 
formed the North Korean Army 

During the Japanese occupation 
the Korean people were denied 
knowledge and : education. Tlicre 
was room ln;thc. schiMls for only 
20% of the school children and 



frozen bodies, after a cold night, 
lying in the streets of Seoul. 

Dr. Murray explained that the 
communists went amongst the dis- 
contented people preaching their 
doctrine. They turned back the 
pages of history and': told the peo- 
i)lc that the "cruel''- Western capit' 
alisls have been ruthlessly exploit' 
ing them for centuries and pointed 
lo the European colonies in Asia 
and Africa. 

These people without homes, 
beds, clothes and food could only 
turn to the Communists for these 
things. Dr. Murray explained. There 
was no one there to explain to them 
the reasons for the West's actions. 
Atrocity •Stories 

But still many did not turn Com- 
inunlst, bccau-^e of the stories of 
Communist atrocities told by the 
refugees. 

During this time the Christian 
New Life Movement went about 
Inoculating people, disinfecting 
communities, finding homes and 
helping students by supplying 
scholarships to them. • Dr. Murray

Did you know that all profits 
will be returned to the studcnli 
probably throygh the Students' Ex- 
ecutive Council? In answer to tt\is 
58.4% answered yes, 40.6% answer- 
ed no and 1.0% were undecided. 
130 students were questioned. 

'Do you think that' the service 
you get at the Book Store (Includ- 
ing having to wait for books . that 
aren't in stock) is better than you 
receive at the Commercial buuk 
stores? Of the 130 students ques- 
tioned, 48% said yes, 35.5^,; answer- 
ed no, and 10.5% were undecided.
